One-way canals protested

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Sabotage doesn't halt oil flow 


Fairbanks, Alaska (AP) — Explosions that 


authorities said were an attempt to sabotage the 
Alaska pipeline blew away insulation about 15 miles 
north of here but did not halt the flow of oil 


A state official said of the explosion 


It was an amateurish attempt at sabotage or 


some professionals trying to look like amateurs 
An Alyeska official also referred to the incident as 
an attempt at sabotaging the line 


About 60 feet of insulation on an above ground 


section of the pipeline and two support brackets 
were damaged, but there was no damage to the pipe 
itself according to officials of Alyeska Pipeline 
Service Co , operators of the pipeline The explo- 
sion may have occurred several days ago but was 
not reported to officials until Monday night 


In a statement issued in Anchorage on Tuesday, 


Alyeska said an investigation determined that the 
blasts were caused by "an explosive device " 


An Aljeska source said the device was "bigger 


than a firecracker but not a very powerful device ' 


The company said that federal and state law en 


forcement agencies are investigating the incident, 
and, therefore, Alyeska will not provide additional 
details " 


The blast site is about a mile north of a cafe and 


about five miles off a state highway in an almost 
jungle like area thick with spruce, willow and birch 
trees 


Larry Talbert state deputy commissioner of 


public safety 
said wires batteries and what 


appeared to be detonators were found near that sec 
tion ol the 800 mile pipeline 


State Police Lt George Pollitt said there were 
apparently several blasts' in the area He said 


there were approximately five separate points on 
the pipeline where the explosions occurred 


The explosion is the latest in a series of dif- 


ficulties that has plagued the $7 7 billion pipeline 
since it began pumping oil on June 20 


There have been four shutdowns totaling 13 days 


of delay 


The most serious was caused by an explosion on 


Julj 8 at a pump station that caused a 10-day shut- 


down On July 4 cold liquid nitrogen caused a crack 
that forced a 2'z day shutdown There have been 
several other shutdowns of several hours, including 
a stopage after a truck hit a valve on July 19 
causing an oil spill that Aleyska estimates totalled 
42 000 gallons 


A U S Interior Department spokesman says that 


Alevska patrols the area where the explosion took 
place four times a day since it is near a populated 
area Ale\ska would not comment on its security 
operations Congress recently made sabotage of the 
pipeline a federal crime 


Aheska security officers reported the damage to 


authorities about 9 p m Monday but Talbert said 
surveillance crews discovered the damage over the 
weekend He said it was not reported until Monday 
because they had not realized the damage had been 
caused b> an explosion 


Talbert said indications are that the blasts oc- 


curred Saturday or even earlier 


He said he was certain Alyeska had not 


attempted to cover up the incident Talbert said 


surveillance crews mav have thought the section of 
above ground pipe involved was being worked on or 
that the damage was caused bv lightning He said 
Alveska apparently realized Monday evening what 
had actually happened 


Alveska Pipeline Service Co declined to com 


ment on when trews first spotted the damaged in- 
sulation 


There was blast damage to the insulation on the 


pipe and to the pipeline supports 
Pollitt said 


The insulation was torn awav and blown away in 


some spots 


Some sections, of the pipeline are under ground 


and others are above ground The above ground 
sections rest on metal cross supports elevated bv 
steel posts about six feet high Pollitt said some 
cross-supports were dented 


The explosions occurred at a section of the 


pipeline which slants downward into a small vallev 
about 150 jards north of a point where it goes un 
derground

Was monster a little plesiosaur?

\ reptile which once swam the 


iSebraskaland sea may be a kissing cousin to 
the two-ton sea creature netted by a Japanese 
trawler this spring 


The long-necked reptile photographed by a 


Japanese businessman aboard the fishing 
vessel, looked like a prehistoric plesiosaur ac- 
cording to a Japanese scientist who studied the 
pictures 


The skeleton of a 41-foot-long plesiosaur is 


on display at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln Momll Hall Bones of this sea serpent 
which once swam the great inland sea that 
stretched over most of Nebraska during the 
Mesozoic Period (Age of Dinosaurs), were dis- 
covered in the mid-1960s near Valparaiso 


With a 20-foot-long neck, the Nebraska 


skeleton has the distinction of being the 
longest-necked plesioraus found on the North 
American continent, according to Lloyd 


Tanner, assistant curator for the UNL 
museum 


The plesiosaurs had a broad flat body with 


a long neck and short tail Some have described 
it as a turtle shaped animal with a long neck 
said Tanner 


The Japanese sea creature had a five-foot 


neck six-foot tail and two fins front and rear 
according to the Japanese businessman 


Both Tanner and his boss Museum Direc- 


tor James H Gunnerson, are disappointed that 
only a picture was brought back from the 
fishing expedition 


The reptile was cast back into the ocean 


because the crew feared the rotting creature 
would contaminate the commercial catch 


Gunnerson would have at least cut off part 


of the animal for bone comparisons 


Tanner said he would have gotten himself a 


dinghy and pulled the monster in behind 


Scientists believe that the last of these 


plesiosaurs died 65 to 70 million vears ago 


But the recent Japanese find casts doubt 


on that It wouldn t be the first time that an 
animal once thought to be extinct was found 
alive and well in the ocean depths 


\ fish named coelacanth, believed extinct 


for the past 275 million years turned up 
several years ago off the coast of Madagascar 
said Tanner Since then other coelacanth have 
been found he said 


Fishing vessels don t always fish at the 


same level Tanner explained The alleged 
plesiosaur may have been floating to the top 
and was netted by the trawler before sharks 
got him, Tanner said

U.S. 'deeply disappointed' by Israeli decision 


Tel Aviv Israel 'AP) — An Israeli move Tuesday 


to give full legal status to three Jewish settlements 
on the occupied West Bank of the Jordan River 
drew an immediate complaint from the US 
government 


In Washington, State Department spokesman 


Hoddmg Carter III said the administration was 
• deeply disappointed 
b> the decision of an Israeli 


government committee to recognize the 
settlements 


Jewish nationalists established the communities 


in the Palestinian 4rab territory in defiance 01 
Israel s previous government Tuesday's decision 
must be endorsed by the full cabinet, which meets 
Wednesday 


The cabinet also plans to discuss President 


Carters reported request that Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin halt new settlement on the West 
Bank until after a Geneva Mideast peace con- 
ference, which may convene in October. 


Israeli sources have said the request was made 


during Begin s visit to Washington last week, but 
they spoke of the request as affecting only new. not 


existing settlements Neither the United States nor 
Israel has commented officially on the reported 
request 


Hoddmg Carter s statement, which he said was 


approved by Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, said 


\Ve have consistently made clear, including in 


our recent talks in Washington, our view that the 
establishment of settlements in occupied 
territories is not only contrary to the fourth Geneva 
convention but also constituted an obstacle to the 
peacemaking process " 


Hoddmg Carter said he was uncertain whether 


the Israeli action violated any understanding 
reached during Begm's visit The fourth Geneva 
convention to which he referred prohibits the es- 
tablishment of settlements in occupied territory 


There were contrasting accounts of whether 


Begin favored acceding to President Carter's 
reported request to halt settlement Israeli state 
radio said the prime minister was leaning toward 
going along with the President, but the sources said 
last week that Begin had refused. 


Begin had no comment Tuesday on the radio 


report 


Asked about the move to legitimize the three 


existing settlements. Begin told reporters 
It was 


a very fine decision 
I approve completelv 


Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon head of the 


settlement committee 
said ' We decided that 


these settlements are like anv other settlements

The committee decision would legitimize Camp 


Kaddum. near JSablus Ofra near Ramallah and 
Maale Aduinim on the Jerusalem-Jencho road 


The three were established by nationalists of the 


Gush Emunim (Lovalist bloc) movement, which 
savs it plans to create 12 more West Bank com- 
munities this summer and might oppose a decision 
by the Begin government to halt settlement pending 
peace talks 


The Kaddum, Ofra and Maale Adumim 


settlements were established during the Labor par- 
ty administration of former Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin.

Vast areas afire 
in Alaska woods

Vast areas of dried-out brush and woods in 


Alaska were afire Tuesday — enough to cover a 
square 25 miles on each side — while forest fires 
in the lower 48 states were being brought under 
control. 


Rain improved the chances of firefighters 


trying to put out major blazes in Maine, New 
Jersey, and North Carolina. Progress was also 
reported against a lire near Los Angeles. 


By far the biggest problem was in Alaska, 


where some 420,000 acres were reported afire in 
66 separate blazes — the start of a bad fire 
season that was expected because winter snow- 
fall was low. 


Most fires were caused by lightning in the 


"arctic desert" of the Seward Peninsula. Joette 
Storm of the state's Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment said normal precipitation there is "hardly 
measurable." and this year Alaska has been so 
dry that some parts of the Yukon River have 
been low enough to walk across. Even humidity 
is low. 


Vegetation on the peninsula, she said, "is dry 


to start out with. When lightning strikes, it just 
takes off ... They really need a break in the 
weather .. . The fires would burn cooler if the 
humidity would come up." 


Some 1.200 firefighters were being shifted to 


areas where smoke was not severe enough to 
prevent flying. Ms. Storm, said fire fighters in 
helicopters were trying to dump water from the 
air, but in some areas there wasn't enough 
ground water to do it. 


The largest fire covered 150,000 acres. Near 


Granite Mountain, six more fires covered a total 
of 70,000 acres. Ms. Storm said 23 fires were con- 
tained by Tuesday, but 29 were still out of con- 
trol. 


Meanwhile, in the New Jersey Pine Barrens, 


about a half-inch of rain reduced the ferocity of 
four forest fires. Nevertheless, officials warned 
that other blazes could flare up later this week. 


Four volunteer firemen died fighting one of 


the blazes last week, and authorities were con- 
tinuing a search for arsonists. 


State officials said fires that blackened a total 


4.500 acres of pine, oak and cedar were still 


Personalities- 


smoking in Bass River, Weymouth, Barnegat 
Township and Wharton State Forest. The Whar- 
ton fire, in a remote cedar swamp, had been bur- 
ning for 11 days. 


In Millinocket. Maine, near Mt. Katahdin, of- 


ficials said a 3,500-acre fire was "in pretty good 
shape" after a half-inch of rain overnight. 


The improved conditions allowed fire crews, 


who had already finished fire breaks, to shift to 
mop-up operations. 


"Now it's a matter of digging out those hot 


spots and wetting them down," said a forestry 
spokesman, Marshall Wiebe. 


About 40 miles north of Los Angeles, firemen 


also completed fire breaks around California's 
biggest fire of the year and began slowly beating 
the flames down from the air. The fire had 
burned 3,800 acres of drought-dried brush and 
timber in the Angeles National Forest. 


At this point, a U.S. Forest Service spokesman 


said, "we don't expect it to jump the line now, 
unless the weather conditions flare up ... We 
should have full control later today." 


Another fire in the same forest burned 140 


acres but was contained. 


At Moyock, N.C.. three miles south of 


Virginia, cool temperatures and light rain 
lowered ground temperatures near a blaze in 
Currituck and Camden counties that had burned 
650 acres of scrub pine. 


Lightning was blamed for starting it 


Thursday. 


Some 70 workers from Weyerhaueser Co., 


which owns most of the land, and the North 
Carolina Forest Service continued trying to 
clear highly inflammable debris and peat. The 
fire was contained Sunday, but workers still 
reported heavy black smoke from burning peat. 
Wind shifts, however, were keeping the smoke 
away from Virginia, where it had spread the day 
before. 


In Cheboygan, Mich., more than 200 fire- 


fighters and volunteers were mustered Tuesday 
to fight a blaze that had burned over 100 acres by 
Monday night, most of it huckleberry land. High 
winds there were reported drying up forest land 
and posing, a threat of a wider fire.

Suzi Park 


Thomson, a South Korean native who 
long has been a mysterious figure in the 
investigation of South Korean influence 
peddling in Congress, said Tuesday in 
her first public statement "I have no 
knowledge of any bribes or payoffs on 
Capitol Hill." 


The naturalized American citizen 


who worked as a S15,000-a-year clerk in 
former Speaker Carl Albert's office 
met behind closed doors for nearly an 
hour with Reps. Albert Quie, R-Minn., 
and Bruce Caputo. R-N.Y., both 
members of the House ethics com- 
mittee, and staff investigators. 


Emerging later with her attorney, 


Phillip Hirshkop. Mrs. Thomson told 
reporters that she refused to testify in 
the ethics panel investigation of the 
South Korean case unless her 


appearance was at a public session. 


"1 feel I cannot testify in closed ses- 


sion because of invariable leaks, 
quoting people out of context and mis- 
stating things that were said and 
because of misconduct by some of the 
committee council with regard to me 
and other witnesses in the past," she 
said in a written statement. She did not 
elaborate on her claims. 


"I have never been offered nor 


accepted any money, bribes or gifts of 
any value from South Korean sources 
or for doing any favors or being in- 
volved in any deals concerning any 
South Koreans or South Korean govern- 
ment agents," the statement said. 


"I know nothing of any South Korea 


agents or operatives on Capitol Hill," 
she added. 


Mrs. Thomson, who earlier was 


granted immunity from prosecution in 
return for her testimony before a 
federal grand jury investigating the 
case, added that "I have enjoyed a per- 
sonal relationship with one con- 
gressman and been friends with many 
congressmen, congressional aides and 
others which is perfectly natural for 
people working on Capitol Hill." 


"Such past relationships are matters 


in my private life and do not affect the 
national interest of the United States in 
any way," the statement said. 


Mrs. Thomson, who hosted several 


parties attended by South Korean of- 
ficials and members of Congress while 
she worked as a clerk in Albert's office, 
acknowledged that "I have made 
several trips to Southeast Asia with 
congressmen at the invitation of con- 


gressmen. 


"On all five trips the congressmen 


present were under official itineraries 
with cooperation of the American em- 
bassy and on official government 
business. 


"I am sure I was invited to go on 


these trips because of my South Korean 
birth and the fact that I speak several 
Southeast Asian languages." she said. 


"It was only in this vein that I was 


asked to accompany legislative 
delegations to Southeast Asia," she 
said. 


"I have been maligned by the press 


based on unjustified rumors because I 
chose to keep my personal life private 
and am making this statement at this 
time only to put an end to unjustified 
rumors," she said.

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Family ordered evicted 
despite role in defense 
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Salisbury, Rhodesia (AP)-Florrie Adams, 


whose eldest son and husband are helping 
bolster Rhodesia's security against armed black 
nationalist guerrillas, has been told her mixed- 
race family must leave its home in a suburb 
reserved for whites. 


The Adamses live in Salisbury's Prospect 


area, which is limited to white residents under 
Rhodesian law that segregates suburbs between 
whites, blacks, Asians and coloreds — persons of 
mixed race. 


Mr. and Mrs. Adams and their four children 


are among 22,000 coloreds in white-ruled 
Rhodesia. Last week, the municipal council of 
this capital city invoked the law and ordered the 
Adams family evicted. 


"When you are suddenly told you must get out 


of your house like this you start wondering why 
they are risking their lives," Mrs. Adams said in 
an interview at her comfortably furnished home. 


She spoke of her husband, who works for a 


company building security fences in guerrilla- 
infested areas, and of her son Trevor, 23. Like 
most healthy, nonblack Rhodesian men, he must 
do his mandatory hitch in the security forces 
each year. Blacks are accepted as volunteers. 


Many colored citizens believe themselves 


trapped between the white government which 
grants them only slightly better conditions than 
the blacks in return for military service; and the 
blacks, who the coloreds fear might take 
reprisals, come black majority rule. 


Mrs. Adams said she learned of the council's 


decision to evict her family when she read the 
newspaper the following day.

D gjuilty of many deaths 


Washington (AP) — U.S. officials said Tuesday the leaders of 


Cambodia's Communist regime must be held responsible not 
only for victims they have executed but also for the larger 
number of persons who have perished from disease and 
malnutrition. 


Richard Holbrooke, assistant secretary of state for East 


Asian and Pacific affairs, conceded to a House subcommittee 
that no reliable estimates exist on how many persons have been 
slain or died of other causes since the Khmer Rouge seized 
power in 1975. But he added: 


"For every person executed, several people have died of 


malnutrition and disease that were avoidable if the government 
had not followed a policy of applying purely draconian 
measure." he said. 


Among these policies. Holbrooke said, was the Cambodian 


leaders' refusal to accept medicines from abroad that could 
have forestalled outbreaks of malaria and other illnesses. 


The question of how many have died in Cambodia has fueled 


controversy among U.S. observers and triggered some heated 
exchanges when the Ho_use subcommittee chaired by Rep. Don 
Fraser. D-Minn.. opened hearings into human rights issues in 
Southeast Asia in May. 


At that time, estimates of the number of persons 


systematically eliminated as former or potential enemies of the 
Communist regime ranged from four thousand to as many as a 
million. 


As the hearings resumed Tuesday. Holbrooke shared the 


witness table with a foreign service officer. Charles Twining. 
who has served the past two years as the chief U.S. Cambodia 
watcher in Bangkok. Thailand. 


Both Holbrooke and Twining emphasized Tuesday that 


despite a continuing effort to keep track of events inside the vir- 
tually sealed-off nation, there was no way to be sure of how 
many actually have died. 


While reports from individual refugees offer some valuable 


inlormation about what has happened in certain areas. Twining 
said it was impossible to make an over-all estimate. 


Twining said he has interviewed thousands of refugees fleeinc 


from Cambodia as part of the effort to piece together events ir,- 
sidu Cambodia. Most have come from western Cambodia, 
adjoining Thailand, and very few from the central areas or thv 
eastern frontier abutting Vietnam. 


Nevertheless, he said, the refugee accounts remain the prin- 


cipal source of information about Cambodia, and only sparse 
material comes from the official Cambodian radio, foreign 
diplomats or other customary sources.

miscalculation." Things had been going well 
for them in Somalis and in the Indian Ocean 
area. Then they upset the former, weakening 
their military position. The defeat of Mrs. 
Gandhi in India and her replacement by a more 
genuinely neutral government undercut their 
position politically. 


Last year, after Lt. Col. Mengistu acceded 


to the unchallenged leadership of Ethiopia's 
governing committee and then consolidated his 
power, Moscow decided to bet heavily on him 
as a genuine "revolutionary." 


The Russians apparently were willing to 


jeopardize their hold in Somalia, which detests 
Ethiopia, because the latter is larger, more 
populous, is the permanent seat of the 
Organization of African Unity and (through the 
province of Eritrea) controls part of the Red 
Sea entrance. 


Khalid claims that it is not at all sure that 


Mengistu is a Marxist and anyway he isn't real- 
ly strong. The day Addis Ababa loses control of 
either Harar. to the east of the capital, or 
Asmara, principal city of Eritrea province, the 
army will oust the regime. 


Secondly, although Ethiopia is much larger 


than Somalia in area and population, the whole 
country is in varying stages of insurrection. As 
a consequence, there is a distant probability 


that Eritrea will establish its complete in- 
dependence, thus voiding any Ethiopian 
pretension to an influence in Red Sea affairs. 
Finally, Khalid says the OAU has carefully 
avoided any important meetings in Addis 
Ababa since Mengistu seized full powers. 


Sudanese diplomacy is trying to develop a 


new tendency in the Red Sea area by creating 
what Khalid calls a "poor man's club" of the 
only four Arab nations listed among the 25 
poorest lands in the world: Somalia, Sudan, 
North Yemen and South Yemen. They are 
holding a foreign ministers conference next 
month in Khartoum. 


The idea is to neutralize the Red Sea and 


extend nonalignment as it was originally con- 
ceived — meaning to remove it from the in- 
fluence of power blocs and get it out of the 
arms and nuclear races. One aspect of the con- 
cept is to make it easier for the Somalis to 
extricate themselves from their earlier close 
ties with Moscow. 


Come what may, however, whether in the 


horn of Africa or elsewhere on that vast conti- 
nent, Khalid believes the Soviet Union has 
played an increasingly dangerous game and 
wit,h decreasing chances of success, a game 
that it is fated to lose.

The silent media 


Washington — Human rights? A national' 


media, locked into ideological prejudice, 
squeezes dry any tiny item about Chile or 
South Korea. But it remains silent about 
events in Vietnam with a bulldog determina- 
tion. Is this an exaggeration? Let the facts 
speak. 


On June 16. Father Andre Gelinas, who 


has lived in Vietnam for 19 years including 15 
months under the communists, testified 
before a House subcommittee investigating 
human.rights violations. These are some of 
the points he made in his testimony: 


—Of the 27 daily newspapers. 2UO scholar- 


ly, literary or technical journals, three televi- 
sion channels, and 24 radio stations in Saigon 
before the communist takeover, only three 
daily papers, one TV channel and two radio 
stations remain, serving solely as organs for 
government propaganda. In a great bookbur- 
ning, back issues of the suppressed 
publications were destroyed. 


—Some 300.000 people have been held in 


prison for more than two years. 


—Between 60 and 90 new concentration 


camps have been set up to handle the 60 to 
85"; of Saigon's educated classes that have 
been arrested. Vietnam admits to "only" 30,- 
000 to 40.000 political prisoners. 


—Nightly disappearances are 
com- 


monplace, and when relatives inquire of the 
police, they are warned that this can get 
them into trouble. 


How did the media, which has been 


publicizing other aspects of the subcom- 
mittee's hearings, react? Accuracy in Media 
reports: "Media coverage of the hearing at 
which Fr. Gelinas testified was zero. No TV. 
no radio, no wire service, no New York 
Times, no Washington Post, and no news 
magazine stories." 


A second hearing was scheduled for June 


21. Accuracy in Media telephoned the major 
news organizations in Washington to remind 
them of the date, and this time some 20 
reporters, though no TV cameras, were on 
hand.

The witnesses included Theodore 


Jacqueny, who had resigned as an AID of- 
ficial in Saigon because of his opposition to 
the Thieu government of South Vietnam. 


He gave a harrowing account of political 


prisoners held 80 to the room in sunless 
prisons, allowed out once a week for 15 
minutes, with a daily diet of two bowls of rice 
with a little salt. No medical treatment is 
provided, and prisoners who try to whisper to 
each other are disciplined. 


An escapee, the first ever to testify 


before a congressional committee, verified 
Jacqueny's accounts of communist 
viciousness. "There was no camp when I 
arrived there. Prisoners were chained by the 
ankle to tree trunks ... Many prisoners died 
of malaria, dysentery (from drinking dirty 
water) and other malnutrition diseases ..." 


The wire services moved stories on the 


testimony. 


UPI led with: "More than a dozen Viet- 


namese Buddhist monks and nuns have com- 
mitted suicide by fire in protest of Viet- 
namese government persecution since 1975, a 
former AID official told Congress." 


None of this, it would seem, was 


newsworthy. 


Is the national media bored with human 


rights? 


It is still rehashing dubious stories about 


four-year-old events in Chile, though it was 
remarkably silent when, a year ago, the 
Organization of American States inspected 
the camps where some 400 political prisoners 
were being held in that country. It reported 
that they were well treated and had in- 
dividual rooms and TV. 


The national media did not find this fit to 


print, however. Why? It would not be politic 
of me to suggest an answer.

Chicago - My phone just rang and a man identified

When I hear 
from a bill collector or get an angry letter from a computer, 
I get the shakes. My mouth gets dry, my heart pounds and I 
begin panting like a thirsty basset hound. 


I have a morbid fear of bill collections. This stems from 


a traumatic childhood experience. Almost everybody who 
grew up in the old neighborhood has it. 
' For a few days each month, everybody in the 


neighborhood would turn out all their lights when the sun 
went down. And they would all sit around their flats or 
houses in pitch darkness. 


"Why is it dark?" a kid would ask. 
"It is good for your eyes," the old man would explain. 
That wasn't the reason. We were ducking bill collectors. 


Until the next paycheck came, nobody answered the phone or 
a knock at the door. All the cars were parked six blocks away 
so they wouldn't be repossessed. 


You couldn't scare any of the kids in my neighborhood by r 


saying the boogie man would get us. But we were all' 
terrified of Friendly Bob Adams, the loan agency man. .;; 


To this day, the fear lingers. People don't hear from" 


bill collectors very often. Instead, we have the computerized- 
letter that begins:

"Dear Customer: WARNING - YOUR ACCOUNT, IS , 


OVERDUE. IF YOU WISH TO REMAIN . . ." 


I once got that kind of letter from a credit card com-^ 


pany. (I hate credit cards. But if you don't have one, and try:" 
to pay cash, nobody trusts you.) 
' ' " ' 


That evening, I turned out the lights, locked the doors 


and wouldn't respond to any knocks. 


I wouldn't even answer when my kids yelled: "It's us. 


Dad, unlock the door." Bill collectors can disguise their; 
voices. The kids slept under the porch that night. 


As a result of this deep-seated fear. I have developed my 


own way of shopping. 


Unlike most consumers, I don't necessarily look for the 


most sturdy product, the lowest price, or the brand that 
Ralph Nader says won't turn me into a tumorous mouse.. 


I deal only with companies that send out gentle, kindly 


letters. If I forget to pay a bill on time, I want to hear from a 
nice computer that says: 


"Hi, Cherished Customer: We hate to bother you, and 


we're sure it is only an oversight, or the Postal Service's 
fault, but we thought we'd drop you a little reminder that you 
are a teensy bit late in your account. If your remittance is , 
already in the mail, feel free to spit in our face, hear?" - 


So that is it with me and Kroch's & Brentano's. Even 


before my $4.29 gets there, they will have a letter telling 
them to scratch me off their credit card list. 


It's not that I think they shouldn't have called. They 


were absolutely right in doing so. If I owe them $4.29, and 
I'm three weeks late in paying, I don't blame them for get- 
ting nervous and phoning me at work. For all they know, I 
might have skipped out to Costa Rica. 


They are in business. And as Franklin Pierce Adams 


once said: "Christmas is over and Business is Business." (I 
know he said that because I looked it up in my Bartlett's 
Familiar Quotations, which I bought at Kroch's for $15). 


But from now on, it is cash on the barrelhead at 


some other bookstore. 


,- It has to be this way. I might forget again. And the next 
time, it could be for S4.99. For that amount, they might have 
somebody call me up and yell, and I'd probably choke on my 
tongue. 


As it is. I'm the only person in the office today who is 


typing his column in a closet.

And its economic stimulation policy — 
to the extent that there is one — is all 
but frozen in fear of more inflation and 
more spending that might endanger 
Carter's pledge to balance the federal 
budget by 1981 The net effect is a con- 
tinuing high rate of inflation, and an of- 
ficial unemployment rate hovering 
around 7 per cent and not expected to 
decline to 5 per cent in Carter's first 
term

population over the age of 30 is at law 
because it lacks the ingenuity to solve 
such humdrum problems as how to live 
with somebody who snores or dislikes 
your taste in television, and how to 
divide up the dishes, the children, the 
house and the jewelry before plodding 
on into middle age 


As a result, these people are often 


well advanced toward senility before 
the law has straightened out their 
problems for them Everybody knows 
some aging bankrupt who got that way 
because he and his former wife didn't 


think they could solve the problem of 
what to do on Saturday night without 
hiring lawyers 


This is not the fault of the law or the 


courts They are expensive luxuries 
No sensible person would go to them to 
solve anything unless he was obscenely 
rich and had years to kill. And yet, we 
do 


In the past 20 years this tendency to 


tell all problems to the court has 
become pronounced in politics 
It 


seems to have begun with the race 
issue For the best part of a century 
most politicians simply declined to try 
solving the race problem, and for good 
political reason 


They feared that any constitutional 


solution to which they subscribed might 
destroy their careers By the end of 
World War II, this reasoning had 
become dubious, but by that time the 
political habit of ignoring the race 
problem had become pure political 
reflex. 


The Supreme Court's desegregation 


decision of 1954 opened a new way out 
for the politicians If the courts could 
be forced to make the more 
troublesome political decisions, the 
politicians could escape retribution, at 
least m this world, and even profit from 
denouncing those court decisions which 


particularly annoyed the electorate 
Everyone could have a grand time 
abusing Earl Warren for coming to 
grips with national problems so urgent 
that the politicians were afraid to deal 
with them 


Since 1954 American politics in- 


creasingly shifted to the courts, with 
the tdcit consent of the politicians, as 
the various "rights movements ' that 
altered society looked less and less to 
Congress for their success and fought 
for their goals through the court 
system 


Politicians profess unhappmess with 


this but their lamentations are not to 
be taken too seriously The activity of 
the courts, after all, gives the politician 
not only the chance to escape blame for 
inescapable social changes that enrage 
the people of a conservative land, but 
also the opportunity for some political- 
ly profitable abuse of the courts as 
meddlers in political business 


This hardl} makes for a healthy 


political svstem, for it encourages 
politicians not to deal with problems 
politicians ought to be dealing with 
The courts become their place of first 
resort ds thev have with the sexually 
harassed women of Yale It encourages 
the failure of imagination 
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Schools budget includes handicapped funds

Money for 12-month education for severely 


handicapped youngsters was included Tuesday 
night as the 1977-78 Lincoln school budget won 
final approval 


But members of the Lincoln Board of 


Education, in approving the $45 7 million 
budget indicated the.v did not necessarily sup- 
port year-round schooling for the severely han- 
dicapped 


The board nevertheless included $13,850 to 


finance summer school for the severly han- 
dicapped for an additional month A decision 
will come later whether to actuallv extend the 
summer session an additional four weeks 


At a budget hearing earlier this month, 


some parents and officials asked that such an 
extension be made — one of only a few 
adjustments that taxpayers asked be made in 
the budget 


The board also received a legal opinion on 


the constitutionality of providing 12-month 
education for the severely handicapped, one 
month more than is offered most students. 


The opinion said the issue "is an 


educational and policy problem rather than a 
legal problem " 


Supt John Prasch said he will not recom- 


mend the summer session be extended until the 
state clarifies the law which requires services 
for handicapped students 


Nebraska law does not state, as it does for 


normal students, how many days of schooling a 
handicapped student must receive, Prasch 
said 


That should be clanfied and made consis- 


tent throughout the state, Prasch said, rather 
than having each district decide the length of a 
school year for the handicapped 


Currently, 23 children are classified as 


• severely handicapped," requiring a nurse, 
therapist and transportation as well as a 
teacher That number is expected to rise to 34 


next year, Prasch said. 


Money for the additional month of summer 


school was made available without increasing 
the budget, Prasch noted, by shifting of funds 
within the budget. 


The budget, unanimously and routinely ap- 


proved by the board Tuesday night with Pearl 
Goldenstem absent, is up by more than 8% over 
this year's budget. But the school mill levy is 
expected to drop by more than one mill, to 
55 351 mills plus an additional .196 mills for the 
Educational Service Unit 18 budget. 


Increases in property valuation and state 


aid are expected to offset the budget increase. 


At that mill levy, the owner of a house ap- 


praised at $40,000 would pay 1778.26 in school 
taxes next year, down by more than $30 from 
this year. 


The budget pays for five hours and 15 


minutes of school for an estimated 27,539 
students over 178 school days. That schooling 
comes at a cost of $1.78 an hour for each stu- 
dent, $111 of which pays instructional salaries, 


according to school district figures. 


The final mill levy figure could change, 


depending on property appraisals and the fate 
of a current petition drive to overturn $20 
million in additional state aid to schools. 


In other action, the board adopted a new 


policy regarding the disclosure of individual 
schools' standardized test results. 


Principals will be authorized to provide in- 


formation about their school's results to all 
parents of students at that school, upon 
request. 


There had been fear that results would be 


misinterpreted, and that certain schools would 
be saddled with inferior reputations. 


The board also discussed, but delayed, ac- 


tion on a proposed revision of guidelines on dis- 
closure of student records. 


The revision, made to bring the district 


into compliance with the federal privacy act, 
was worded unclearly, contended board 
member Milan Wall.

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May 4th coalition 
vows to retake site 
' " 'Kent, Ohio (AP) - Leaders of the May 
4Uv Coalition vowed Tuesday night to 
reoccupy a construction site at Kent 
State University after school trustees 
decided to proceed with plans to build a 
•gym annex near where four students 
were shot to death in 1970. 


Meanwhile, some members of the 


group, which opposes construction of the 
$6 million building, reportedly were 
arrested by sheriff's deputies for 
violating a court order by going onto the 
site last Friday. 
; William Whitaker, coalition attorney, 
said warrants charging contempt of 
court had been issued against 27 persons 
and that three arrests had been made. 
, A spokesman in the sheriff's office 
declined immediate comment on the 
report. 
! About 150 protesters walked onto the 
site briefly Friday while a hearing was in 
progress in Portage County Common 
Pleas Court on whether the university 
should be allowed to build the project 
near the shooting scene. Judge Joseph 
Kainrad subsequently allowed the school 
to start construction there. 
: Whitaker said he will appeal the deci- 
sion to the llth Ohio District Court of 
Appeal in Ravenna on Wednesday. 
' After university trustees decided 
Tuesday to proceed with construction 
plans without any further delays, coali- 
tion members went into a meeting to dis- 
cuss possible reoccupation of the site on 
Thursday. 
, Jjntil then, coalition leaders said, 
guards probably will be posted or 
another encampment may be set up out- 
side the roped-off site so that any 
attempts to begin construction can be 
observed. 


"We're headed on a collision course," 


Greg Rambo, a coalition spokesman, 
said after the trustees' meeting. 


"We've tried every means available to 


us and this just goes to prove the system 
doesn't work. We have only one course of 
action. We will reclaim our land." 


The trustees specified no time for the 


start of construction. 


George Janik, board chairman, said 


cost and the "serious impact on the 
educational mission" of the school were 
the reasons trustees decided not to delay 
construction of the $6 million annex any 
longer. 


A motion by board member Joyce 


Quirk to delay construction for 10 days 
while possible sources of funds to cover 
the cost of changing the site of the 
project were explored was rejected. 


Portage County Common Pleas Court 


Judge Joseph Kainrad ruled Monday that 
the university could start construction on 
the gym and barred protesters from oc- 
cupying the contruction site. 


As construction jobbers began to im- 


plant the 4-by-4 posts across the tree- 
fringed hill, Charles Trinemeyer 
squatted outside the roped-off area from 
which protesters had been led or dragged 
by campus police July 12, when 193 per- 
sons were arrested for defying a court 
order to vacate the hill. 


The 29-year-old Trinemeyer, a former 


Kent State student who lost his right leg 
in Vietnam, sat on the grass with his 
crutches beside him and holding his 
hands around a candle as he maintained 
his vigil. 


"I remember Vietnam very clearly," 


the former Marine said. "I don't want to 
remember, but forgetting is worse. What 
they're trying to do here is forget. 
Burying the site is burying the memory 
of what happened on May 4." 


On May 4, 1970, Ohio National 


Guardmen killed four students and 
wounded nine others in a confrontation 
with anti-war demonstrators. 


University officials have said the 


school doesn't have the money to 
redesign the blueprints or seek new bids 
to move the annex to another site. 


It was also announced this week that 


the U.S. Interior Department will make 
a study to possibly designate the area 
around Blanket Hill as a national 
historical landmark. If the site were so 
named, the use of federal funds for the 
project would be limited. A decision, 
however, was not expected until next 
spring.

Paris ( A P ) - The self-styled 


proletarian kidnapers of Fiat executive 
Luchino Revelli-Beaumont drove expen- 
sive Mercedes cars and lived it up in 
"superluxurious" hotels before being 
arrested, the Frenchman who headed the 
investigation said Tuesday. 


Swiss authorities recovered all but 


some $400,000 of the $2 million ransom 
and said the rest was presumably spent 
for high living and luxury cars. 


Spanish police said six foreigners, in- 


cluding a woman, were seized over the 
weekend in Marbella and Madrid. 
French police, however, said eight per- 
sons were arrested in Spain and one in 
Paris. 


The discrepancy in numbers was not 


immediately clarified, but authorities 
agreed the kidnapers included eight 
Argentines and one Italian and that the 
woman seized in Spain and the man 
arrested in Paris played only secondary 
roles. French police have asked that the 
eight in Spain be extradited. 


Revelli-Beaumont, head of Fiat 


operations in France and Brazil, was 
seized April 13 in front of his home in 
Paris. He was freed 89 days later on July 
11 after payment of a $2 million ransom 
in Switzerland. 


Jean Ducret, who headed the French 


police investigation, said those arrested 
in Spain were living in Madrid and in the 


resort area on the Costa del Sol in 
"superluxurious" conditions driving 
expensive German cars. This indicated 
they were out to nuke money, not to 
further a revolutionary cause as they had 
tried to pretend, he added. 


Pierre Clerget, an asistant prosecutor 


involved in the case, said this was an im- 
portant point because 
European 


governments 
traditionally decline 


extradition requests for political crimes. 


However, official sources in Paris said 


the eight Argentine members of the kid- 
nap squad were former members of the 
Peronist movement, and that the leader 
and ut least one other of the abductors 
drew heavy jail terms for an attack on a 
hospital van in Buenos Aires.

Typhoon slashes Taiwan 


Contractor begins to put up fence on gym site. 


Council proposes abolishing 
just-begun car pool program 


Taipei, Taiwan ( A P ) - 
Typhoon 


Thelma slashed into southern Taiwan 
and in a devastating hour of wind and 
rain Tuesday killed at least 28 persons, 
police reported. 


They said early Wednesday that 199 


persons were injured and listed six as 
missing. 


According to police reports. 1.953 


houses were destroyed and 18,038 were 
damaged. 


Hardest hit was Kaohsiung. the port 


city at the southern tip of the island. 


The city's rehabilitation center said 


electrical power was restored to a third 


of Kaohsiung after more than 1.000 
technicians of the state-owned Taiwan 
Power Co. arrived to repair the snarled 
power distribution system. The city has 
a population of more than one million 
and is the sister city of President 
Carter's hometown. Plains. Ga. 


Kaohsiung's streets were strewn with 


broken glass, shattered roof tiles, power 
lines, broken utility poles, uprooted trees 
and overturned cars. 


Weathermen had predicted Thelma 


would slide by southern Taiwan, but then 
it veered northwest and smashed into the 
island with winds up to 80 miles per hour.

The car pool/van pool program established 


earlier this year was tentatively eliminated 
from next year's city budget Tuesday night by 
the City Council. 


Mayor Helen Boosalis had proposed that 


the program under which potential car pool 
participants are put in touch with each other be 
continued at a cost of $78,000, of which 90% was 
federally funded. 


Tom Butcher, acting head of the newly 


formed city Transportation Department, said 
that seven new car pools have been formed 
since the program went into effect. The car 
pools involve 17 people, he said. 


Butcher said if 366 people become car- 


poolers, the program will have paid for itself in 
the amount of energy saved. 


Mayor Boosalis said she recommended 


continuation of the program for conservation 
and to help the nation meet its goal of reducing 
dependence on imported oil. 


Councilmen Leo Scherer and Bob Sikyta 


spearheaded the drive to cut funding for the 
program. Both men said the program should be 
carried out by existing personnel in the 
transportation department. Currently there 
are two fulltime employes in the car pool/van 
pool program. 


Mayor Helen Boosalis. however, said no 


meaningful program can be carried out by 


existing staff under the "tight city budget." 


The 4-2 vote to tentatively eliminate the 


program sparked a fiery exchange, a rare 
event at budget sessions this year. 


After the vote Councilman Bob Jeambey 


suddenly moved that the council adjourn. 
"This is plain old-fashioned politics," he said, 
apparently viewing the vote as a move aimed 
at Mayor Boosalis. 


"That's out of order," retorted Council 


Chairman Dick Baker, his voice rising. "I 
don't pick up and cry if I lose a vote." 


"All right. Mr. Chairman. But I'm going to 


continue to express myself. Everyone else 
around the table seems to have that right," 
Jeambey said. 


Voting to eliminate the program were 


Baker. Scherer, Sikyta and Joe Hampton. 
Voting against elimination were Jeambey and 
John Robinson. 


In other budget action, the council gave 


tentative approval to the proposed public 
works budget. The council discussed, but took 
no action on the proposed overall budget for 
the transportation department after several 
councilmen said they may want to increase bus 
fares to offset the rising tax subsidy for the bus 
system. 


Tuesday's meeting was the last session at 


which city officisla were called in to make a 
presentation on department budgets. Next 
Tuesday the council plans to go back over the 
departmental proposals.

submitted must be located in those areas. 
Mayor Boosalis said city officials have been 
able to compile a list of three projects. 


The list includes the restoration of old City 


Hall, on 0 St. between 9th and 10th. renovation 
of the old Cengas Building at 23310th, which is 
being considered as a possible police station, 
and repaving in the areas. 


Mrs. Boosalis asked the council to set 


priorities among the three projects, but the 
council was unable to agree on a ranking 
Tuesday night 


Last year when similar special funds were 


doled out. the city used the money to build an 
addition to the Bennett Martin Public Library1. 
That project is currently underway.

Math workbooks shift emphasis

Many Lincoln elementary children 


will be bringing new math books home 
this September. 


Though parents may notice that the 


"Mathematics Around Us" books are 
colorful, the pages unmarred by pencil 
drawings and messages, they will 
probably not recognize any major 
differences in the math program itself. 


That's because there are few 


noticeable differences, according to 
Ron Massie. math consultant for the 
Lincoln Public Schools. 


There is more emphasis on 


developing computation skills, 
measuring and learning basic 
geometry, plus a great deal of 
emphasis on the metric system. 


The metric system is used whenever 


computation of math is required, 
Massie said. 


There is less emphasis on terms of 


new math like "commutative." 
"associative," "sets." "But we 
haven't thrown out the modern math," 
said Massie. 


Advocates of new math wanted to 


make mathematics more meaningful 


by spending less time on drill and more 
time on understanding the terms and 
properties of math, explained Ron 
Brandt, associate superintendent for 
instruction. 


Unfortunately, that position was mis- 


understood by some teachers, who 
thought that drill was out, he said. 


Now much of the modern math ter- 


minology is being saved for college 
bound students, he said. 


The the Lincoln system is not retur- 


ning to the era of pure arithmatic drill. 
'•That would be a mistake," said both 
Brandt and Massie. 


And the introduction of the Scott, 


Foresman and Co. textbook series will 
not end the use of the Continuous 
Progress Laboratories 
(CPL). com- 


mon in some Lincoln elementary 
schools. 


CPL is a method of individualized 


math instruction where students do not 
move on to a new topic until they 
master the current topic, explained 
Brandt. 


This method requires the student to 


use self direction and be willing to work 
on his own. There is little verbal in- 
struction; most instructions and 


explanations are written, Brandt 
explained. 


The Scott, Foresman math series is 


divided into 36 levels — with six for 
each grade level. 


By the end of second grade most 


students will know how to add and sub- 
tract single digit numbers. 


By fourth grade most youngsters 


should have mastered multiplication 
and be moving on to long division and 
fractions. 


In the upper grades, more 


sophisticated material — decimals, 
common fractions, solving story 
problems, probability and statistics — 
will be introduced. 


Textbooks wear out and publishers 


change material making some books 
obsolete, so buying new textbooks is a 
common school occurrence. 


Any change in textbooks for Lincoln 


schools is preceded by several years of 
study. Brandt explained. The Lincoln 
system has a defined, seven-year cycle 
for evaluation and study of all elemen- 
tary school curricula. 


Beginning almost two years ago a 


math advisory committee screened 18 
to 20 major math programs and 


narrowed the selection down to about 
10. said Massie. 


These books were displayed during 


the spring of 1976 and teacher com- 
ments were solicited. 


The teacher rankings and the consen- 


sus of a seven-person committee both 
favored the Scott, Foresman series, he 
said. 


The treatment of races and sexes in 


the books were also studied and the 
reaction was "basically very positive." 
said Brandt. 


Publishers tend to be a little gun shy 


on these two issues, said Brandt. Com- 
mittee members pointed out that the il- 
lustrations used cats and flowers more 
than people. 


Teacher preparation for the new 


series started this summer with eight 
hours of training for building liaison 
teachers plus filming of seven 
videotapes to be used as teacher 
training tools. 


The liaison teachers are expected to 


train teachers in their own buildings. 


With the $80.000 to $90.000 in text- 


books and workbooks ready to dis- 
tribute this fall, the math textbook 
question is settled for a few years.

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Jong's latest 'novel' thinly disguised diary

Here we are at Erica Jone's 


keyhole, panting and licking our lips 
as the characters on the other side of 
the door do unspeakably delicious 
things to each other. 


Look, Isadore Wing is rolling away 


from the pile of sated bodies. She's 
reaching for a sign, she's holding it up 
for the keyhole viewers... and... it 
says . . . True Love! 


Yes, 
Virginia, and all the other 


readers who loved "Fear of Flying," 
there is such a thing as true love. And 
there is the answer to the title of 
Erica Jong's new book, "How to 
Save Your Own Life." 


Isadore. like everyone since the dis- 


covery of romantic love, finds the 
concept a little slippery. What is this 
thing? No answers here, just a lot of 


description. But Isadore falls in love 
and that is how she finds happiness. 


This is nice, nice, nice, so very nice, 


upbeat and encouraging and not at all 
depressing like "Fear of Flying," 
where Ms. Wing went back to her life- 
denying husband. 


The prevailing point of view on 


"Fear of Flying" is that millions of 
women saw themselves in Isadore 
Wing. That is postulated as the reason 
for the book's sales success and never 
mind the media hype. 


Presumably a few men also read 


the book and put it down with a deeper 
understanding of womanhood. "Gee, 
honey, I never knew women had 
thoughts like that." 


What we're talking about is a con- 


fessional diary thinly disguised as a 
novel. The heroine is a writer. The 
heroine of the heroine's book is

Candy consumption 
on its way up again 


Washington (UPI) — Americans in 1976 chewed their way 


through more chocolate bars, caramels, peanut brittle, licorice 
and other types of candy than they have since 1968, a Commerce 
Department report said. 


They did it, the report said, at a time when inflation had 


taken a serious toll on the five-cent candy bar, soon expected to 
join the nickel cigar and the five-cent cup of coffee as a thing of 
the past. 


The report said 787o of all candy bars now sold cost the con- 


sumer between 11 and 15 cents apiece. 


"The nickel candy bar is an endangered species," the report 


observed. 


Each man, woman and child ate an average of 16.7 pounds of 


candy last year, the first time per capita consumption has gone 
up in eight years, the report said. 


The peak year was 1968 when per capita consumption 


averaged 20.3 pounds. Sales had been sagging until last year. 


Overall, confectioners increased their shipments 3.3% last 


year to 3.5 billion pounds, the report said. 


Of the total, just 1.2 million pounds were candy bars that sold 


for a nickel, compared with 16.7 million pounds in 1971-. 


The report said although sugar prices have been moving 


downward for the past two years, "cocoa prices soared skyward" 
and canceled the effects of lower-cost sugar. Other production 
factors also have increased. 


Illinois has assumed the title of American's candy kitchen by 


producing 27.7% of the nation's supply. Pennsylvania is second 
with 20.6% and the report said it soon may overtake Illinois. 


The industry, which employs 56,700 persons, apparently has 


determined that it has its foot in the door for selling more candy 
and is trying to boost consumption back to its high point in 1968. 


The industry is in the midst of a promotional campaign 


centered on a slogan that may increase business in dentist offices 
and produce frowns on the faces of mothers trying to protect 
their-children's teeth. It reads: 


"Candy is delicious food — Enjoy some every day."

Deception plays an important 


role in the play of the cards. 
Declarer should try to get not 
only the tricks he is entitled to 
make on the merits of the hand, 
but also any others he can ob- 
tain by means of deceptive 
tactics. The defenders should 
similarly do everything in their 
power to undermine declarer's 
efforts to score all the tricks he 
is entitled to. 


This psychological battle 


often 
produces 
strange 


repercussions. Sometimes one 
side triumphs, sometimes the 
other. This deal shows how a 
defender managed to fool 
declarer by using scare tactics. 


East won the diamond lead 


with the king and cashed the 
ace. He then played the six of 
clubs, hoping to plant the 
thought in South's mind that the 
six was a singleton. 


Declarer won the club in 


dummy with the ten and played 
a trump to the ace. But now he 
was afraid to play a club to the 
jack for fear that East might 
ruff it Instead he played the 
king of trumps, hoping to find a 
3-2 trump division.

Sochi 
model 
resort 


Sochi, U.S.S.R. (AP) - At 


the turn of the century, Rus- 
sian nobles basked in the 
sunshine and drank from the 
mineral springs at this 
forested Black Sea resort. 


Today, the 90-mile strip of 


coastline 850 miles south of 
Moscow has been turned into a 
model of what the Kremlin 
likes to call a "socialist 
resort." 


By this they mean that 


palatial rest homes and 
sanatoria, beaches and wooded 
hills are provided to ordinary 
people at low cost, along with 
free medical care for those 
who need it. 


Officials of Sochi say they 


are putting into effect a 1919 
decree of Soviet founder 
Vladimir I. Lenin, who said all 
resorts with palaces and es- 
tates were to be used as health 
spas. 


Sochi is the largest of the 


country's resorts, which 
together received 48 million 
vacationers last year in their 
holiday homes. 


Each year, 3 million of these 


vacationers visit Sochi — more 
than the city of 280,000 can 
really handle. 


The "socialist resort" is 


highly organized, with trade 
unions assigning vacationers to 
spots in Sochi's 180 rest homes 
and 53 sanatoria, according to 
figures provided by deputy 
mayor Yevgeny 0. Lyashenko. 


People who fail to obtain a 


place through the trade union 
stay where they can, packing 
i n t o h o t e l s , 
c o m m u n a l 


quarters and rooms in private 
homes. 


There are some fine resort 


hotels along the water's edge, 
but the best of these are 
reserved primarily 
for 


foreigners, who pay higher 
prices, and in coveted hard 
currency. 


One Russian woman said she 


succeeded in booking a room at 
the five-year-old Zhemi- 
chuzhina Hotel only by 
bribing a clerk with imported 
c o f f e e 
and 
American 


cigarettes, and that she was 
told she \vas causing the hotel 
to lose money. 


The Zhemchuzhina charges 


Soviet citizens about 3.90 
rubles (close to $5) for a single 
room, while foreigners pay 20 
rubles (about ?27).

But before he knew it, Novello had fired off

ultra-conservative " 


Toth wrote letters of encouragement and 


support to many people in the White House, 
several corporations, Sammy Davis Jr , C G 
"Bebe" Rebozo, Generalissimo 
Franco, 


Philippine President Marcos and, finally, 
Gerald Ford 


Toth asked a bubble bath company how he 


could use its product when the instructions 
specifically said "keep dry," he asked 
McDonalds why he could get jelly with an Egg 
McMuffm but not with a Big Mac, he told Gen 
William Westmoreland he thought it was time 
a general was in the White House and he asked 
Queen Elizabeth what her last name was. 


But Nixon was his favorite correspondent 
In San Francisco recently to promote the 


book, Novello said he's politically liberal and 
never thought of himself as a Nixon supporter, 
even though Toth signed his letters to the 
White House "voting for Richard M. Nixon 
since 1952'" 


"I thought Nixon was fooling 200 million peo- 


ple and I tried to fool him I was parroting back 
what he was telling the people," Novello said 


Some of the more outrageous letters never 


were answered 


But many were, including a letter to Nixon at 


San Clemente, that urged the former Presi- 
dent, "Don't keep the people waiting any 
longer1 Jump in1" and ended with a query 
about the Nixon dogs 


Nixon wrote back "A friendly letter in the 


mail bag is always most welcome, and that 
certainly was the case with yours " He also in- 


cluded a passage with an update on dogs King 
Timahoc and Vicki 


Novello said Toth became just one more 


character in the "Watergate soap opera " 


The responses are often as humorous as the 


tongue-in-cheek Toth letters 


He wrote to the Timex watch company after 


a commercial showed a woman digging up a 
watch buried in the sand on a beach "I lost a 
watch a number of years ago, and I'm not sure, 
but I'm pretty sure it might be mine " 


A Timex executive replied "We regret to ad- 


vise that we do not have a lost and found 
department ' 


Toth sent a letter to former South Viet- 


namese premier Nguyen Cao Ky that included, 
among other things, a dollar bill for a ham- 
burger and ended with "I always liked the way 
you looked, too' Kind of like an Oriental Clark 
Gable' ' 


Ky replied, thanking Toth, giving his future 


plans and wrote, "I would like very much to 
thank >ou for the dollar you sent so that I could 
get a hamburger at McDonalds " 


American Independent Party presidential 


candidate Lester Maddox addressed his reply 
to the Honorable La^lo Toth ' and kicked off 
with "Dear friend Toth ' 


Novello wrote about half of the letters from 


San Rafael in suburban San Francisco and then 
moved to Los Angeles 


He said he's not finished with the Toth 


character He may bring him back in a short 
story or possibly more letters 


And, he adds with a slightly sinister gleam in 


his eye, "President Carter may answer

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have a 10-year-old daughter who still 


sucks her thumb, much to her own and our embarrassment. 
How can we help correct this problem?—H.L.O. 


It is time to begin looking for possible psychological 


reasons lor this continuing habit. Usually peer pressures in 
school are sufficient motivation to end it. But it need not bode 
any serious problems for the future. I had a friend whose 
youngster did this until she started school. She then became a 
"home" thumbsucker for another year or two before she finally 
pave up this form of self-gratification. The episode did prompt 
some special parental attention to the youngster's emotional 
needs. In that sense continued thumbsucking can be a blessing 
in disguise. 


I had a letter recently from a married woman of 21 who told 


me she still sucks her thumb and wakes up in the morning with 
it stuck in her mouth. She seemed to be an otherwise well-

Dear Dr. Thosteson: What does the word "depression" 


really mean? I mean when a psychiatrist uses it?—H.P. 


It can be a general term. The University of Pennsylvania's 


recent "Physician's Handbook on Depression" offers as good a 
general definition as any I've read: 


"To the lay person, it may mean simply feeling blue, down, 


under the weather, or unhappy; to the physician depression 
denotes a broad group of mood disorders with many subtypes. 


Personal data easy to obtain 


New York — Have you ever stopped to 


think how easy it would be for someone 
else to get information about your per- 
sonal finances — information that he or 
she might be able to use against you? 


Our fear of snooping usually focuses on 


government agencies, like the FBI or IRS. 
But the truth is that you're much more 
likely to be put under surveillance by your 
personal acquaintances. 


Look in the Yellow Pages of the phone 


book under "Investigators. Private." and 
see how many services are advertised. 
The big business is matrimonials. but 
detectives will undertake practically any 
kind of investigative job. Often, they in- 
volve spying on another person's money — 
how much he makes, what he owns, what 
he owes. 


Why would anyone want information on 


you in the first place? There are lots of 
reasons. 


If you're planning to go into business 


with someone, your partner may order a 
background investigation to see if your 
finances are strong. Parents of engaged 
women may want a financial report on the 
prospective son-in-law. Prior to a divorce 
action, a wife may want to find out if her 
husband is hiding any assets that should be 
included in the property settlement. 
Employers and insurance companies may 
want to check up on whether you've told 
the truth about yourself.

"The sources of information are ab- 


solutely enormous." says Irwin Blye, a 
New York State licensed private in- 
vestigator. "You have no idea how much 
information is in the public domain. The 
only trick is knowing where to look." 


Just by sending in request forms to 


various bureaus of public information, and 
chatting with people on the telephone, 
Blye can learn such things as what loans 
you have outstanding and which institution 
you borrowed from; the condition of your 
bank account: what assets you're likely to 
have and their approximate value: 
business information; whether you've 
ever been paroled; and basic medical in- 
formation. A trip to the courthouse will 
tell him if you've ever been involved in a 
lawsuit. 


To show how simple this process can be, 


consider basic medical information: A 
person who lives in New York State has to 
answer medical questions on his applica- 
tion for a driver's license. Anyone can get 
a copy of that application, just by sending 
$3.50 to the Department of Motor 
Vehicles. 


Many financial transactions with your 


town or county may be public documents, 
from your water bill right up to whether 
you pay taxes on time. Blye sometimes 
finds leads to hidden assets in town 
documents. 


If you ever gave personal information on 


an application form for an apartment, it 
may be available from the rental agent. 
Application statements for certain types 
of government-regulated jobs or 
businesses (like a liquor store) may be 
open for examination. Investigators often 
have access to chargeaccount applications 
and credit-bureau records. 


A lot of facts are improperly leaked by 


the various institutions with which you do 
business. In theory, a bank employe should 
probably request a letter from anyone 
asking questions about an account, and 
clear the answers with the account holder. 
In practice, many of these people readily 
answer questions over the phone. 
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"The central characteristic of these depressive disorders is

peptic ulcers. Patients with these conditions are generally ad- 
vised not to smoke. While all tobacco smoking affects health 
and life, cigarette smoking appears to have a much greater 
effect than cigar or pipe smoking. Among the possible 
explanations are that cigar and pipe smokers often do not in- 
hale, and the temperature at which the tobacco burns is 
different.

Miss Mido may not have per- 


formed at her best in her first 
State Fairgrounds start, but 
she certainly had few doubters 
after Tuesday's opening-day 
Inaugural Handicap. 


"This was her first time on a 


bullring (less than a mile 
track)," noted rider Bruce 
Brown after he guided the filly 
to a IVz-length win in the $5,000 
Inaugural. 


"I think she'll get much 


better her next time out. She 
probably did more damage to 
herself than to the other horse 
(Lanyons Lick)/' Brown said. 


As expected, it was strictly a 


two-horse race between Miss 
Mido and Lanyons Lick. 


The two exchanged the lead 


for much of the 6-furlongs 
chase that lured seven 3-year- 
old fillies. Finally, Miss Mido 
prevailed at the wire, although 
Lanyons Lick's rider. Wayne 
Anderson, claimed foul. 


"She (Miss Mido) was trying 


to run out the whole race/She 
went out on the first turn and 
then real bad on the 
turn," Anderson said. 


Brown agreed Miss Mido 


drifted some, yet didn't think it 
influenced the outcome. The 
stewards obviously agreed as 
they ruled in Brown's favor. 


"Sure, she drifted out,-but 


she never impeded the other 
horse. I was on the inside the 
whole way." he said. 
"It's 


much easier on horses to go 
from a bullring to a rnile track 
than the other way. She proved 
that at Ak-Sar-Be"n. 


"She's a real nice filly," 


Brown said. 


Trainer A.D. Turner of 


Omaha, who owns Miss Mido 
with John Clair of Omaha, 
termed Miss Mido "probably 
as good a filly as there is 
here." 


Clair said he purchased Miss 


Mido from John Cheeney Jr. on 
June 3 during the Ak-Sar-Ben 
meeting in Omaha. He refused 
to disclose the price. 


"She's paid for herself, 


however," he noted. "We don't 
know how good a filly she is, 
really." 


As the 2-5 favorite. Miss 


Mido earned $3.000 and paid 
$2.80, S2.20 and $2.20. Lanyons 
Lick, the 
second-favorite. 


placed for $2.20 and $2.40. 


Ed Luther's Squeeze The 


Scotch, ridden by Perry Comp- 
ton and nine lengths behind 
Lanyons Lick, showed for 
$3.60. 


Miss Mido and Courtney 


Quinn et al's Likely Laughing 
($4.801 in the fifth race were 
the only favorites to win on the 
nine-race card. 


Jockeys Dave King and Ken 


Jones each recorded two vic- 
tories. 


King won on Phil Robinson's 


Accomplish Express (S10.40) 
in the second and Robert 
Kahler's Aspercel (S10.40) in 
the eighth. 


Besides Likely Laughing, 


Jones won on Lester R. 
Miller's Torch's Mountain 
(S12.60) in the third race. 


The fecord-opening-day 


crowd of 6.884 wagered a first- 
day record of $487.189. 


Those figures easily sur- 


passed the previous opening- 
day figures two years ago of 6.- 
620 and $354.302/11 was the best 
opening-day ever on the 
Nebraska horse race circuit 
outside of Ak-Sar-Ben.

Monetary and other con- 
siderations granted to the New 
York Knicks have made it 
possible for the New York Nets 
to move from their current 
home in Uniondale. N.Y.. and 
become the fourth professional 
team to move in part or com- 
pletely from New York to New 
Jersey. 


Knicks President Michael 


Burke said Tuesday he was 
"happy" with the agreement 
worked out between the Knicks 
and Nets which will allow the 
former American Basketball 
Association club to move to 
New Jersey. 


The Nets will thus be trailing 


behind the football Giants and 
the Cosmos of the North 
American Soccer League, al- 
ready based in the Meadow- 
lands Sports Complex in East 
Rutherford. N.J.. and the 
football Jets, who will be 
allowed to play two exhibitions 


and one regular season game 
at the Meadowlands this year. 


"He had our feet in the fire," 


said Burke of District Court 
Judge Robert L. Carter, in 
whose hands the decision was 
placed. "He was not keen on 
making a decision, so he forced 
us to go ahead.

Jim Brownfield looks more like a farmer-rancher than a 


golfer. Actually he's all of those. 


Brownfield. a Cozad native, put aside his farming- 


ranching chores this week to come to the Capital City to enter 
the Nebraska Men's State Amateur Golf Championships which 
open this morning at the Hillcrest Country Club. 


After a practice round Tuesday. Brownfield put a wad of 


Skoal between his cheek and gum, opened a can of cold beer 
and talked about the problems of keeping the family operation 
going and at the same time maintaining a competitive edge as 
one of the state's top golfers. 


The rugged redhead, with drooping mustache, is 27 years 


old. With a stocky build (6-0, 205 pounds), standing there in 
faded, tatered jeans. Brownfield doesn't look like the golfer to 
be feared during the four-day. 72-hole medal test. 


The jeans are a trademark with Brownfield. No fancy, 


multicolored polyester golf slacks for him. He may not look 
the part, but along with the Skoal and the cold can of beer, his 
golf bag will nave 14 clubs be knows how to use. 


Regular winner 


Brownfield has won four of the last five tournaments he's 


entered. Last August he captured the prestigious Midwest 
Classic in Hastings. In his final 76 appearance at the Norfolk 
Labor Day tourney he didn't fare as well, but this summer 
he's managed just three outings — the Tournament of Cham- 
pions in Grand Island, plus smaller weekend tournaments in 
Holdrege and Cozad. Brownfield won them all.

"I just don't get to play any golf in the spring," Jim ad- 


mits. The reason? He and his father farm 700 acres of 
irrigated corn, have another 50 acres in hay plus a section and 
a half (860 acres) in grass on which they graze 300 head of cat- 
tle. In the winter they fatten the cattle for market in their 
own feed lot. 


"There just isn't any choice," Brownfield says realistical- 


ly. "When you've got work to do on the farm it's got to be 
done. The gold comes second." 


Jim's dad got him started swinging a golf club at the age 


of nine. "We had sand greens on our Cozad course until the 
mid 50s." he says, "then about 1965 they fixed it up so we have 
watered fairways. The farmers in the area built the greens 
and put in the irrigation system. It was all volunteer help — a 
real community effort. Now we've got a great little course." 


Brownfield toured the nine-hole layout in 29 once to tie the 


record set a few years earlier by Dan Bahensky. who would 
also be a tourney threat this year if the recent NU law 
graduate weren't taking his bar exams. 


Who will challenge? 


Brownfield. who played his collegiate golf at Oklahoma 


State, graduating in 1972, was a teammate of Mark Hayes. 
who is among the top money winners on the pro tour. 


"Our senior year we were third in the NCAA." Jim 


recalls. "That was the year Texas had both Ben Crenshaw and 
Tom Kite." 


Brownfield denies he should be tabbed a favorite this week 


despite a two-over 74 during his Tuesday practice round. 


"This is Mike Hughett's home course." Jim says of the 


Hillcrest Country Club course. "It's a tough layout. I don't 
think four par rounds will be too far off from the total needed 
to win. But. if somebody can get a good start — be two or three 
under after two rounds — it might be a one-man show." 


In addition to Hughett. Brownfield names a quartet of 


other young Lincoln golfers as top title threats.

Not the pro baseball that brings in 


million-dollar contracts for a .260 billing 
average, or a 5-6 record and a 4.50 earned 
run average, but the baseball that's 
almost never heard about. 


McManaman. a two-lime all-Big Eight 


designated hitter at Nebraska, signed 
with the Minnesota Twins after being 
drafted in the 33th round and was im- 
mediately assigned to their Class A farm 
dab. in Wisconsin Rapids. Wise. 


"I've been here 45 days and have 


played in about 45 games," said 
McManaman, a 6-4. 220-pound. 21-year- 
old. "The difference between playing 
here and in Lincoln (at NU and with the 


Beatrice Bruins semi-pro team) is 
you're completely on your own. 
" "Nobody is going to give you a lot of 
encouragement and nobody is going to 
tell you how to live year life." 
McManaman said. "You play with the 
hopes of a team win. but everybody is 
playing with the thought of bemg the one 
out of 25 that makes it to the major 
leagues from the minors." 


McManaman. who is the starting right- 


fjelder for Wisconsin Rapids, is current- 
ly batting .260 after a slow start. "I'd 
like to hit my way into the majors but 
I'm not expecting anything to happen too 
fast." he said. 


"The pitchers throw a lot harder there 


than in college ball, and you don't see 
any stow carves," said McManaman. 
who has m home ran and nine doubles 
in 120 at bits. 


"There are a Jot more bard sliders and 


fast balls that drop off toe taWe when 


they reach the plate." be said "but I've 
accomodated for that by moving back in 
the batter's box. 


One of tiie many problems 


McManaman, along with other minor 
leaguers, face is the lack of top-notch 
equipment. 


"I ordered six bats when I signed, but I 


haven't gotten them yet" he said. "So 
I'm using other gays" bats and we've ran 
out of good ones. So we're using store- 
bought bats and without the balance and 
consistent weights it presents a problem 


"Our field is owned by the city and 


playing the outfield can be a challenge 
because all our games are played at 
night and our lighting system isn't too 
great," be said. 


The 1650 per day expense money 


doesn't go too far, but there isn't a whole 
lot to do anyway. McManaman said. 


A typical trip is the seven-boor bus 


ride to Waterloo, la., playing a double 


header and another seven-hour bus ride 
borne in one day. 


"I found a food place to live — a 


farmhouse outside of town — where I 
live with four other players." he said. 
"When I first got here 1 was living with 
five guys in a mobile home and that 
didn't last too long, before 1 needed to 
get out and find a place with a bed. 


"When we're playing at home, you 


play horseshoes, watch TV or go to the 
beach before the game. 


"My wife is going to be bringing my 


car up from Lincoln so that may help 
find something to do." McManaman 
said, referring to his wife Gwen, a nurse 
in Lincoln. 


"I've played baseball all my life, 


through Little Chiefs. Southeast and 
Nebraska." he said. "I just hope this 


may blossom into my playing a while 
longer. 


'' Unlike a lot of other guys on the team 


I have a college education 1 c«n fall back 
on." McManaman said. "But I'd like to 
get ffoing in baseball first." 


MrManaman may play instructional 


baseball in Florida when the Midwest 
League season ends. Sept. 15. 


"If 1 can do well here and in winter 


bast-ball and have a good spring. I'm told 
petting to the AAA league isn't too 
hard,' he said. 


McManaman is enjoying one ol the

Carter demonstrates 
his support of Italian

Washington - President Carter gave an 


unusually effusive welcome to Premier Giulio 
Andreotti Tuesday in a demonstration of U S. 
backing for a minority government in Italy 
that must depend for its survival on Com- 
munist support in parliament 


In the traditional greeting on the south 


lawn of the While House, Carter described his 
guest as "one of the most experienced and ac- 
complished leaders in the whole world " He 
called Italy "one of the keystone nations in the 
European community" and "a valued partner 
of our own in the defense of the Atlantic region 
through NATO " 


The President praised xvhat he called 


Italy's "courageous action" to overcome the 
burden of having to import 75% of its energy 
supplies at inflated prices and said the 
sacrifices of the Italian people to restore their 
economic system "has been an inspiration to 
the rest of the world " 


Administration officials had said in ad- 


vance that Carter intended to use the visit to 
demonstrate Washington's confidence in An- 
dreotti despite the fact that the premier 
recently negotiated a "programmatic accord" 
with the powerful Communist Party 


The administration remains concerned 


about Communist influence and will encourage 
Andreotti to continue to exclude Communists 
from his cabinet But officials on both sides 
said the subject of the Communist role in Italy 
and in Western Eurpoe as a whole did not arise 
during the 90-mmute discussion the two leaders 
held in the White House cabinet room after the 
welcoming ceremony 


At a second White House meeting 


Wednesday, Carter and his guest will discuss 
energy problems, economic issues and 
bilateral questions Rex Granum, deputy White 
house press secretary, said it was probable 


that the Communist problem in Italy and the 
so-called "Eurocommunism" would be dis- 
cussed at that session 


Carter made a point in Tuesday's 


exchanges of expressing his thanks for An- 
dreotti's statement in France last week in sup- 
port of the administration's emphasis on 
human rights in the conduct of American 
foreign policy. Andreotti made his remarks 
after a visit with Qresident Valery Gisrard 
d Estamg of France, who recently said in an 
interview that Carter's emphasis on human 
rights could jeopardize detente between the 
West and the Soviet Union 


Responding to the President's expression 


of gratitude, Andreotti said Tuesday that 
Italy's positions on human rights and East- 
West detente were very close to those enun- 
ciated by Carter in his speech last week to 
Southern legislators in Charleston, S C 


In that address, Carter assured Moscow 


that his human rights emphasis was not in- 
tended to threaten Soviet interests or to "heat 
up the arms race or bring back the cold war " 


Officials said that Carter told Andreotti 


that there had been no significant progress in 
negotiations with the Soviet Union on strategic 
arms limitations — the so-called SALT talks — 
but there had been some encouraging 
developments in the discussions about a com- 
plete suspension of nuclear weapons tests 


The two leaders also discussed the 


prospects for mutual and balanced force reduc- 
tions between NATO and the Warsaw Pact 
nations, the problems involved in bringing 
chemical and biological weapons under effec- 
tive international control, and the outlook for a 
Geneva conference aimed at bringing peace 
between Israel and the Arab states

Shuttle shows only minor snags 


-Edwards AFB, Calif. (UPI) - The 


s|»ace shuttle Enterprise, bolted to the 
top of a Boeing 747 and carrying two 
astronauts completed its final captive 
test flight Tuesday with only minor 
hitches, paving the way for its first free 
flight next month. 


t)n Aug 12, the Enterprise is scheduled 


to be blasted loose from the mother ship 
and glide to a landing, prefacing further 
tests that will eventually lead to the 
space shuttle's journey into space. 


Astronauts Gordon Fullerton, the 


pilot, and Fred Haise, co-pilot, put the 
Enterprise through its paces during the 
60-mmute flight, simulating a spearation 
dive and for the first time, lowering the 
shuttle's landing gear. 


• We had a good flight today." former 


astronaut Donald "Deke" Slayton. in 
charge of the tests, told a new con- 


ference following the flight 
11 realh felt like I was getting at home 


in the orbiter." Fullerton said "We're 
readv to get on with more serious 
business, said Haise 


A couple of minor problems developed 


during the flight but Slayton said they 
were not serious enough to postpone the 
scheduled free flight in August when the 
Enterprise will be blasted loose from the 
747 and make a powerless landing 


The problems were a faulty power 


supplv sensor which forced a shutdown 
of the auxiliary power units, and the 
appearance of steam around the orbiter 
Slayton said the hitches, which did not 
affect the success of the captive flight, 
would have forced a free flight to be 
aborted 


"We thought we were ready to free 


fly." 
Slayton said "But we had an 


auxiliary power unit problem, so if we 


were ready to free fly we would have had 
to come back and land again " 


We had what I call nuisance 


problems with the instrumentation." 
Haise said "It s a very complex 
machine But we were happy to see we 
only had routine instrumentation 
problems " 


The space shuttle, designed as the 


proposed backbone of 1980s earth space 
commuting to carry men and equipment 
into space took off from this high desert 
test center at 9 47 a m CDT and landed 
exactly one hour later 


The tandem craft reached an altitude 


of 28.660 feet and a speed of just more 
than 300 miles an hour. 


The most important tests conducted 


were the similated separation dive, in

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Public wants tax reforms, not just simpler process, says survey 
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Washington (AP) - The public generally doesn't 


understand how the federal income tax system 
works and is convinced that the tax rates are unfair 
to most people, according to a new public opinion 
survey. 


But the public is far more concerned about tax 


reforms that would reduce tax bills than about 
simplifying the tax process, according to the poll 
conducted by the Roper Organization. 


The survey was commissioned by H & R Block, 


the income tax preparation firm. Its president, 
Henry W. Bloch, testified about the survey before a 
House Ways and Means subcommittee Tuesday. 


"A good deal of the reason behind the indictment 


of the income tax system as 'unfair to most' 
appears to be gross misunderstanding of, and lack 
of information about, how the income tax system 


works," the Roper study said. 


The researchers warned that the public would 


resist any tax reform plan calling for eliminating or 
reducing deductions, or increasing the types of in- 
come taxes. 


Any tax reform proposals "will need to be accom- 


panied by an educational program in order to 
achieve real public acceptance," they said. 


President Carter has promised to send Congress 


a comprehensive tax reform proposal later this 
year. 


"Despite a general indictment of the income tax 


system as unfair, and a high lack of understanding 
of how to fill out a tax return, demand for tax 
reform and simplification has relatively low priori- 
ty in the general theme of things," the study said. 


In terms of problems needing attention by the 


government, it added, "tax reform and simplifica- 
tion, at 24 per cent, ranks about equally with 
reorganizing the government bureaucracy, and far 
below reducing unemployment (47 per cent)." 


Asked which was more important, tax reform or 


simplification, the 2,000 persons surveyed opted for 
reform by a 2 to I margin. 


Less than one-quarter said they made out their 


own federal tax returns this year. More than half 
sought professional help, while about one-quarter 
turned to relatives or friends, the poll found. 


The researchers said, "People greatly un- 


derestimate the amount of federal income taxes 
paid by those making $25,000 a year or more," and 
they overestimate how much they paid in taxes 
themselves. 


Over half viewed their own federal tax bill as 


"excessively high." 


Tlie public mistakenly "believes that over half of 


thp very wealthy, those with half-a-million dollars 
ol income or more, pay no income tax at all " 


The study said while most of those questioned 


were against "tax loopholes" for the wealthy, 
nevertheless they viewed "most specific deduc- 
tions and types of non-taxable income . . . as 
'reasonable' allowances, not as 'tax loopholes ' " 


The study concluded that most people think "tax 


loopholes" must mean "some obscure tax rules 
known only to the most sophisticated financial 
wizards, certainly not those familiar deductions 
and allowances on the tax return forms the average 
taxpayer is familiar with." 


Taxpayers who itemized deductions "reported 


taking an average of seven, with the major ones 
being property taxes, charitable contributions, gas- 
oline tuxes, state and-or local income taxes, state 
or local saleslaxes, interest on home mortgages, in- 
terest on a loan or charge account and medical 
expenses." the study said 


"Asked which deductions they would most want 


to keep, the most important were deductions for 
home property taxes and interest on home 
mortgages," it added. 


A recent, unrelated survey by the Advisory Com- 


mission on Intergovernmental Relations found that 
most taxpayers dislike the local property tax more 
than the federal income tax or any other levy. 


That poll also found that taxpayers felt the 


federal government gave them more for their 
money than state or local governments 


Carter is 
fighting 
criticism 


Washington (AP) — Presi- 


dent Carter, who readily 
acknowledges the role black 
voters played in electing him, 
is moving quickly in public and 
private to cut off criticism of 
his administration by black 
leaders. 


Soon after Vernon Jordan, 


executive director of the 
National Urban League, issued 
a stinging critique Sunday of 
the Carter administration's 
first six months, the President, 
members of his Cabinet and 
White House aides were 
responding with aggressive 
defenses 
of 
the 
ad- 


ministration's work. 


Jordan had told the Urban 


League convention that "amny 
black people feel that their 
hopes and their needs have 
been betrayed" by what he 
said was the administration's 
unresponsiveness to black 
problems. 


The Urban League is a 


predominantly black organiza- 
tion interested in civil rights 
and city problems. 


Carter was joined by two 


ranking black Cabinet-level of- 
ficials, U N. Ambassador An- 
drew Young and Patricia 
Roberts Harris, the secretary 
of housing and urban develop- 
ment, in defending the ad- 
ministration before the con- 
vention. 


On 
Tuesday, 
Labor 


Secretary Ray Marshall told 
the convention that the ad- 
ministration is dedicated to 
strict enforcement of the 
nation's civil rights laws 
"after eight years of not-so- 
benign neglect." 


Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell later 


addressed the convention, 
making him the fourth 
Cabinet-level offficial to take 
the podium. 


Marshall said Carter has 


made civil rights a key area of 
his government reorganization 
project in order to improve 
coordination among agencies 
responsible for enforcing those 
laws. 


When Carter addressed the 


convention Monday, he called 
Jordan "my good friend." and 
said the improvements he 
wanted to make in the lives of 
poor people would take more 
time 


Then, privately. Carter took 


Jordan aside and made clear 
his feeling that public 
criticism of the administration 
was "damaging to the hopes 
and aspirations of those poor 
people." 


Jordan said later that Carter 


may have bought some time, 
but not much. He also felt his 
criticism was "a fair and just 
analysis." 


Carter also drew criticism 


from Newark, N.J., Mayor 
Kenneth A. Gibson who said 
his colleagues were too 
cautious about criticizing 
Carter. Gibson proceeded to 
say the President had misled 
his audience about his welfare 
and lobs programs. 


The criticism caught Carter 


by surprise, an aide said. It 
was coming from blacks, 
whom Carter had said in 
November were "so in- 
strumental in helping me 
become elected wi the highest 
office in our land." 


In his speech. Carter sought 


to ask a powerful interest 
group, with which he had 
enjoyed excellent relations, to 
sec his viewpoint. 


"We are trying as best we 


can Jo make progress." he told 
the Urban League. But be 
reminded the black leaders. 
"it takes time to change the 
trends of history and to 
reverse the bureaucratic 
mechanism." 


At the heart of the criticism 


lies polities' the promises of 
1H76 and the election of 1980. 


Gibson showed a tmich of 


.skepticism about the ad- 
ministration's interest in 
helping poor blacks when be 
told tbe Urban League. 


"The President says we've 


got to allocate the nation's 
resources to the areas erf the 
pnatest need... 1 want 1o 
know when we are going to 
allocate those resources."

Change of venue ruling put off

Grand Island - With the first-degree 


murder trial of Bernard Schaeffer, 16, 
six days away, Hall County District 
Judge L. W. Kelly Jr. has reserved a 
ruling on a requested change of venue. 


The judge denied a postponement in 


the Aug. 1 trial, also requested by the 
defense. Attorney Tom Wagoner had 
asked for a continuance because of the ill 
health of the defendant's father, Bernard 
SchaeJfer Sr. 


Both motions were heard Tuesday 


morning in a brief court session at which 
Schaeffer's mother presented affidavits 
contending that her son couldn't receive 
a fair trial in Hall County. 


"Excessive pretrial publicity and the 


attending public sentiment" were the 
reasons cited in the documents, signed 
by 30 persons. 


Articles from the Grand Island 


Independent and transcripts from 
newscasts of local radio station KRGI 
also were presented in evidence. None of 
the material was read in court, but was 
turned over to the judge for analysis. 


Ralph Clark, general manager and 


publisher of the Independent, and KRGI 
news director Joe Kafka were sub- 
poenaed to present the news accounts. 


Kafka said his station had aired some 


55 stories on the May 18 shooting death of 
Donald Beery Jr., Ace Hardware Store 
manager. 


Clark was not asked about the number 


of stories published and was not 
otherwise questioned. There was no 
suggestion that any of the accounts were 
prejudicial, the affidavits contending 
only that the coverage was "excessive." 


Kelly could rule on the change of venue 


either before or after the selection of a 
jury, according to law. Unless a change 
in sites is granted sooner, the court will 


begin picking a jury at 9:30 a.m. Mon- 
day. 


Kelly accepted the affidavits over the 


objection of County Atty, Sam Grim- 
minger, who noted they were "limited to 
one small geographic area and friends" 
of the defendant's family. 


Mrs. Schaeffer, who appeared only 


slightly nervous on the witness stand, 
said all but one of the 30 signers were 
acquaintances. She also acknowledged 
under cross examination that "about 
half" were from her church. 


The defendant appeared calm and was 


allowed to converse with his parents 
before the proceedings. About a dozen 
other spectators, half of them reporters, 
were present. 


A second youth charged in the incident, 


George Lanzendorf, has yet to be 
arraigned. There was no indication from 
the court when the arraignment will take 
-place. 


More women looking for jobs

A profile of the Nebraska working 


woman shows females will be found 
mostly in professional or clerical jobs 
and probably will be paid less than their 
male counterpart, the Nebraska Com- 
mission on the Status of Women said 
Tuesday. 


The profile also indicated the number 


of women entering the Nebraska labor 
force was increasing "at a phenomenal 
rate" and that non-working mothers 
would seek employment if better child 
care services were available, the com- 
mission said. 


Ctody Wright, commission chairman, 


said the study, "A Profile of Nebraska 
Women in Employment," includes 
graphs, statistics and information on 
Nebraska women's labor force participa- 
tion, occupations, income levels, 
registered discrimination complaints, 


child care needs, job training and ap- 
prenticeship programs and educational 
levels. 


She said the profile showed: 
— Women dominate office, clerical 


and service jobs, with increases in the 
professional and technical level. Men 
hold most of the craft positions, such as 
building trades, electricians, skilled 
machinists and mechanics. In 1960, 
women held 69% of the clerical positions, 
and by 1970, the figure was 75%. 
Nebraska women held 16% of the 
professional and technical positions in 
1970, and 49o were managers and ad- 
ministrators. 


— Women in both private and public 


jobs were predominately found at lower 
salary levels, with 61% of the male 
employes earning more than $10,000 an- 
nually, compared to 157c of the female 
employes. Women teachers in Nebraska 


are paid less that male teachers. Women 
on the average with two or more years 
teaching experience earned about $1,1000 
less each year than their male 
colleagues. 
Women 
school 


superintendents with an average of 23 
years of more experience than their 
male counterparts averaged $2,000 less 
annually. 


— More than 41% of Nebraska women 


are in the labor force and are increasing- 
ly entering the labor force. From 1960- 
1970, Nebraska women increased 33.3% 
in the labor force, compared to a l% in- 
crease for men. As many as 49% of the 
women in the labor force were un- 
employed. 


— Twenty-three per cent of the non- 


working mothers would seek employ- 
ment if better child care services were 
provided.

teaching staff, 12,8% of the counselors 
and 20% of the administrators, he said. 


The court-ordered integration of 


Omaha schools requires integrated 
faculties. Anderson said moving a black 
teacher out of one school to another 
which needed more blacks would mean 


his position at the former school must be 
filled by a black. 


Board member Ronald McGruder 


presented petitions with what he said 
were more than 1.000 signatures from 
the North Omaha district urging that 
more blacks be made counselors and ad- 
ministrators. 


Grasshoppers 
plague west

Crawford — Things are really hopping at the Ron 


Dyer home in Belmont, located nine miles south of Craw- 
ford. 


The Dyers, and their neighbors in extreme 


northwestern Nebraska, are suffering from the 
grasshopper infestation that is plaguing parts of Dawes 
and Sioux Counties. 


"It is one big mess," said Mrs. Dyer. "They aren't 


just vegetarians. They ate big holes in the nylon sleeping 
bags of our guests from Maryland and are eating 
everything in sight. 


"Our little girl is 3. She played with them at first but 


they cling to her and she can't get them off. She screams 
in fright.'' 


The invasion has also hit villages like Whitney, 


Deadhorse and Cottonwood Creek, where the damage is 
said to be the worst since the 1930s. 


Don Huls, Dawes County extension agent, said the 


grasshoppers are not a threat to the estimated 25,000 
acres of pastureland in the area. But about 2.000 acres of 
irrigated alfalfa are endangered and the insects have 
stripped some oat fields and fruit trees. 


The Dyers have had hoppers each of the last three 


years and they have been getting worse each year. 


"They got my garden except for one picking of peas 


and a few radishes. They ate the flowers and everything 
in the yard. I think they are eating the posts in the yard 
now." Mrs. Dyer said. 


Dave Keith, an extension entomologist at the Univer- 


sity of Nebraska, confirms that the Dyer family isn't 
alone. 


"There are hot spots in several areas of the state this 


year. It is almost impossible to keep a green garden in a 
country area with pasture because they are attracted to 
anything green in the drv pasture areas." he said. 


Mrs. Dyer said she hopes that some kind of spraying 


program can be developed next spring. 


Jerry Bell of the federal Animal Plant Health Inspec- 


tion Service in Lincoln said the federal government is 
considering spraying near Chadron. 


Area ranchers would have to agree to submit at least 


10.000 acres for spraying at a cost to them of 80c an acre 
before a federal program can be started, he said. 


Until then. Bell said that chickens, pheasants and 


wild turkeys are grasshoppers' natural enemies. 


"The grasshopper is excellent fish bait and you can 


boil them in peanut oil and eat them. I'm told they are 
quite high in protein." be suggested. 


Legal clinics are unlikely 
in most areas of state 


Omaha <APl — The executive director of the Nebraska Bar 


Association doesn't think legal clinics like those springing up 
since the U.S. Supreme Court ruled it was legal for lawyers to 
advertise are feasible outside major population centers. 


So Omaha and Lincoln would be about the only cities in 


Nebraska that could support such services, said Ted Dillow of 
the Nebraska Bar Association. 


In Chicago, there are clinics offering lower fees than those 


charged by most private attorneys. In many cases, the clinics 
publicly list fees for consumers to see. The clinics are 
designed to bring legaV services to middle-income people, 
who nuke too much money to qualify for legal aid but who 
many times cannot afford regular legal fees. 


There currently are no such clinics in Nebraska. 
"The only way you can make a thing like dimes economic- 


ally feasible is to get a high volume of work," Dillow said. 


Nebraska is a largely rural stale and clinics require large 


urban populations to supply them with clients, he said.

William Noyes. Omaha-Douglas County 


civil defense director, said instead of using the 
sirens for flash flood warnings. Omaha police 
and fire units and Douglas County sheriffs 
officers would tour potential flood areas and 
use their public address systems to warn 
residents of any danger. 


Omaha Public Safety Director Bill 


McDonnell issued a memo to fire, police and 
emergency 911 personnel explaining that the 
warning sirens would be activated only after 
the National Weather Service notified 911 of a 
tornado warning. 


The new policy will enable all citizens to 


know that the warning sirens mean a tornado 
warning only, McDonnell said. 


Sirens across the city were sounded Sunday 


because of a flash flood warning along Papio 
Creek, but Mayor Al Veys said people 
traditionally go to the basement when the war- 
ning sirens sound — the wrong place to be in a 
flood. 


Noyes said the sirens actually mean only 


that an alert has been issued and residents 


should tune in to radio or television broadcasts 
to find out the nature of the emergency. 


However, since the sirens are usually 


associated with tornado warnings, the new 
policy would eliminate confusion, he said. 


At a news conference Tuesday. S. P. Ben- 


son, an aide to Veys. said the exact cost of 
damage from flooding Sunday was still un- 
known. 


City officials were preparing a damage es- 


timate in hope of receiving state or federal 
assistance. 


Meanwhile, an insurance official said 


Omaha residents whose homes or businesses 
were damaged are covered if they had federal- 
ly subsidized flood insurance.

Leaders of the drive aimed at repealing the

1 million state school aid increase by 


petitions and a referendum said Tuesday they 
had more than 10,000 signatures. 


Columbus Sen. Donald Dworak and S. H. 


"Zeke" Brauer Jr.. lobbyist for an organiza- 
tion opposing increased school aid, were 
cautiously confident but less than optimistic. 


"I never am optimistic about something like 


this," said Brauer. lobbyist for the rural- 
oriented Nebraska School Improvement 
Association and coordinator of the petition 
drive for a coalition of organizations known as 
"Citi/ens for Lower Taxes." 


''Like Don. I feel more comfortable with a 


bird in the hand." he said. "I feel con- 
fident—not optimistic—but confident that we 
will get the required number." 


The required number, according to a 


spokesman for the secretary of state's office, 
is almost 48.000. which Dworak said left 
significant ground yet to be covered before the 
Aug. 1U deadline. 


"We've got another thirtysome thousand to 


go in three weeks." he said. "That's more than 
10.000 a week." 


However, he said momentum may be 


building and he estimated that 4.000 people 


from among volunteers and members of some 
10 organizatations were circulating petitions. 


Brauer said there were more petitions in cir- 


culation now than at a comparable time in the 
1974 drive aimed at a similar goal. 


In 1974, Brauer and others opposed to a $100 


million state school aid hike over two years 
succeeded in a petition drive requiring fewer 
signatures and the issue went on the ballot. 
Nebraskans repealed that law. 


This year, LB33 calls for $20 million in in- 


creased state school aid and seeks $40 million 
more over the next two fiscal years. 


Of the petitions with 10,000 signatures, 


almost 6,500 of the signatures were turned in 
by Tuesday at the office of Secretary of State 
Allen Beermann and were on their way to Ne- 
braska counties for verification. 


Beermann must determine that the legal 


number of signatures from registered voters 
has been met before the issue would go to a 
referendum in November 1978. 


11 the petition drive succeeds, the S20 million 


increase slated this fiscal year would be held 
up pending the referendum. 


The actual deadline on the petitions by law is 


Aug. 29. but the coalition has pledged to end the 
drive Aug. 10 so school boards trying to es- 
tablish budgets by Aug. 15 will know whether 
or not to count on increased state aid. 


Exon accuses Knutzen 


raising 'phony issues'

Gov. J. James Exon told Omaha Public 


Schools Superintendent Owen Knutzen he is 
clouding the school aid bill issue by raising 
"phony issues." 


Exon also told Knutzen he didn't ap- 


preciate his comments that Exon was not 
being "fully honest" on the school aid issue. 


The governor sent his remarks in a four- 


page letter to Knutzen regarding the petition 
drive to repeal the S20 million increase in aid to 
education bill passed by the Legislature over 
Kxun's veto. 


Exon said the bill resulted in a one-half 


percent increase in the state sales tax and 
repeal of the bill. LB33. would result in a 
rollback of the state sales tax from 3.5' '>. to 3"'. 


Although supporters of the bill claim LB33 


is not solely responsible for the sales tax in- 
crease. Exon asserted the Legislature "spent 
the cupboard bare and then tacked on an ad- 
ditional S20 million in state aid increase." 


"That was the spending straw that broke 


the taxpayers' backs," the governor wrote. 


If educators had the courage of their con- 


victions. Exon said, "you would acknowledge 
the obvious truth that massive doses of ad- 
ditional spending for any single purpose in 
amounts of S20 million per year of S60 million 
over three vears will indeed increase state 


taxes." 


Exon said there is nothing wrong with ad- 


vocating higher taxes for certain programs. 
However, the governor said the people should 
have a right to vote on LB33. 


Additionally. Exon accused promoters of 


LB33 of raising a "phony issue" for blaming a 
1977 law phasing out personal property taxes 
on farm machinery, business inventories and 
livestock for raising the sales tax rate. 


That bill. LB518, actually will save the 


state money, Exon said, because it will have 
the effect of reducing the upward pressure on 
the sales and income tax rates. 


As a result. Exon said he was amazed "at 


the idle threat made by some educators that if 
a referendum effort was launched against 
LB33. they would retaliate and mount a 
referendum against LB518 on the assumption 
that if the sales and income tax receipts could 
not be used for more school aid it would not be 
used for personal property tax purposes 
either." 


Exon told Knutzen. "You must resist the 


Don Quixote syndrome of chasing off after 
make believe windmills (no to be confused 
with mill levies) and false issues that are simp- 
ly not there." 


Exon said he hoped continued debate on 


the school aid issue "could proceed without 
personal rancor and name-calling."

County to apply for foster home funds

The County Board Tuesday approved 


a grant application for $81.000 in Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administra- 
tion funds to set up 12 short-term foster 
homes in Lincoln. 


The grant, if it meets federal ap- 


proval, will be administered by the 
County Welfare Department. 


The §81.000 would provide first-year 


funding to begin October 1. Second-year 
funding is estimated at $96,000 to allow 
for expansion of the program. No local 
tax dollars are involved. 


The new homes would take a load off 


the Lancaster Freeway Station and the 
Juvenile Attention Center, which 
currently hold youths awaiting perma- 
nent placement elsewhere, said Youth 
Service System Director Jim Arnot. 


Unlike other foster homes, the new 


homes would require a full-time com- 
mitment by one family member, who 
would be paid $4.000 annually plus $145 
per month for each child. 


A maximum of 24 youths, ages 12-17. 


could be cared for with a maximum of 
two youths per home. 


The vote was 2 to 1. with Com- 


missioner Bob Colin voting against the 
proposal. 


"I'm 
tired of hiring professional 


babysitters to take care of people's 


children." he said. "People should take 
care of their own children." 


Colin said City Corrections Ad- 


ministrator Pat Backers should be con- 
sulted about the need for such a ser- 
vice. 


"This is not a correctional program, 


but foster care," said Commissioner 
Jan Gauger. Parents who can afford to 
pay for the program will be assessed 
accordingly, whe said. 


She agreed, however, that future 


planning of holding facilities for youths 
should be coordinated with Rackers, 
who runs the city-county jail. 


Commissioner Bruce Hamilton said 


he hopes the grant will allow the county 
to reduce the amount budgeted for 
foster care under the Juvenile Court. 
For 1977-78, $210,000 has been budgeted. 


Mrs. Gauger said she doubted the 


new program would have much impact 
on present foster-care 
providers, 


because it will serve different persons. 


The new homes would provide short- 


term care for youths awaiting return to 
their own homes or placement in per- 
manent foster homes, group homes or 
institutions. 


The board deferred action until next 


Tuesday on a dispute between the 
developers of South Dale Acres and 
County Engineer Marv Nuemberger on 
requirements for county maintenance 


of a road. 


The developers claim Nuernberger is 


applying stricter standards for rock 
and gravel on S. 60th St. than he applied 
last spring on South Dale Rd. Both 
roads are in the subdivision. 


The board agreed to wait until 


Nuernberger can be present to explain 
the apparent double standard, which 
seems to call for additional rock bed on 
60th St. before it can be graveled. 


South Dale Rd. was approved for 


county maintenance last April without 
the additional rock base. 


Nuernberger was unable to attend 


Tuesday's meeting, because he is home 
recuperating from a heart attack. 


The board approved contracts with 


Maury Corp. of Geneva and T and M 
Construction Co. of Lincoln in the 
amounts of $56,105 and $46,851 for 
culverts on county roads. 


An agreement was approved with 


Missouri Pacific Railroad to relocate a 
railroad crossing on S. 148th St. two 
miles east of Walton to avoid road en- 
croachment on two houses.

Stuart family hoping 
gift to be for arts 


The University of Nebraska Foundation 


announced Tuesday a multi-million dollar gift 
from the James Stuart family of Lincoln in the 
form of approximately 50% ownership of the 
12-story Stuart Building, 13th and P Sts. 


James Stuart declined to put an exact 


value on the donation gift, saying it was 'a 
multi-million dollar gift." 


He said the family hopes the theater por- 


tion of the building would be used for a perfor- 
ming arts center, but there is no stipulation. 


"A gift is a gift," he said. 
"We felt that when the (Civic Center) 


referendum was turned down, the community 
was really entitled to have that kind of a 
facility," Stuart said. "We want to make a con- 
tribution in that area and we felt it was the 
proper thing for us to do at this time." 


The donors are: Mr. and Mrs. James 


Stuart of Lincoln; their daughter, Catherine 
Stuart Schmoker of Minneapolis, Minn.; and 
their sons, James Stuart Jr., and Scott Stuart, 
both of Lincoln. 


The property includes the historic Stuart 


Theatre with its auditorium and stage exten- 
ding from the ground floor through the sixth 
floor, the retail space on the ground floor and 
the office space on floors two through five. 


D.B. Varner. chairman of the foundation's 


board of directors, pointed out that the Stuart 
Theatre had once been the site of theatrical 
performances and concerts. 


"With some modications, the Stuart 


Theatre can meet many of the needs of perfor- 
ming arts of this university and at the same 
time contribute importantly to the cultural life 
of the community," he said. 


Stuart said the gift does not include the 


money necessary to renovate the theater into a 
performing arts center. 


Ed Hirsch, vice president of the University 


Foundation, said at present the building will 
continue to operate as it is until decisions are 
made how the building will be used. 


The possibility of restoring the Stuart 


Theare for use as a performing arts center will 


be s t u d i e d because "what people 
knowledgeable about the building would say 
about restoration and what the public 
remembers may be different," according to 
David Fowler, director of the university's 
Kimball Recital Hall. 


The Stuart Theatre stage depth is 


somewhat limited, he said, and the maximum 
seating capacity is probably not over 1,600. 


Fowler said, at this point, "we don't know 


what the Stuart Theatre's capabilities would 
be." 


The Civic Center proposal, which will 


appear on the ballot in a special election this 
November, would combine the Old City Hall 
and old Federal Building into a performing 
arts center-municipal office complex. 


E.J. Faulkner, vice chairman of the Civic 


Center Corp., the group promoting the bond 
issue, said the center is a "unique package." It 
should be viewed as "an investment in Lin- 
coln's future and an investment in the quality 
of life in Lincoln," he said. 


Irwin Dubinsky said Tuesday he had no 


comment on the announcement to give the 
theatre to the NU Foundation: "It's kind of a 
surprise to us," he said. 


The Dubinsky Bros, had leased the theater 


in 1972 for 10 years. 


Dubsinsky suggested in 1972 the theater 


could be restored to its original state for about 
$500,000. He said Monday he had no idea what 
the cost might be in 1977, except" to note it 
would undoubtedly be higher. 


County records show the Stuart Building 


and the land beneath it have an assessed, com- 
bined value of $1.6 million. The theater portion 
of the building has a value of $253,410, accor- 
ding to the records. 


County Assessor Fritz Meyer said the 


taxes on the structure were $58,153 last year. If 
the theater portion were taxed separately, the 
bill would be nearly $10,000, he said. 


If the foundation wants a tax exemption for 


the property, it will have to make a request and 
have a hearing before the County Board, 
Meyer said.
